FRANK BLACKREE, THE TOWN EX 


PERT SUICIDES. 


While In a Private Hospital He Be­ 


came Crazed and Cut His 


Throat. 


On Friday last at Dr. Duke's Gold 
Cure Hospital in Oakland, 
Frank 
Blackree, who resides on Haste street 
in Berkeley, came to his death by cutt­ 


ing his throat with a broken bottle. 


The deceased last Friday sent in his 
resignation as expert on the town- 
books stating that he was unable to 
finish them owing to ill health. 
Presi­ 
dent Richards, who had called upon 


Mr. Blackree the same evening, stated 
that Mr. Klackree was in a very bad 
condition nnd was unable tu finish up 
the work. 


Mr. Blackree realized the awful posi­ 
tion that he was in and went to Dr. 
Duke's hospital where he seemed to 
be gelling along very well until Friday 
afternoon when his appetite (or liquor 
returned and he demanded some, and, 
upon being refused, attacked the atten­ 
dant, and wounded 
himself slightly. 
He then turned the weapon, a broken 
bottle, upon himself, and cut a jagged 
swath across his throat from which he 
died on Saturday. 


As the deceased had quite an 
amount of insurance upon his life the 
insurance companies will try to lay the 
cause of his death onto Dr. Duke and 
his methods of gold curing, 


The 
deceased was well known in 
Berkeley and San Francisco and was a 
genial whole-souled fellow who would 


go out of his way to do a person a 
favor and never harmed anyone but 
himself and the wife of whom he always 
spoke in the most endearing terms, 
and the sympathy of the community 
goes out to her and the four children 
that are left.

Potrero site.

"The South African diamond mines 
are worked almost entirely by native 
laborers—the Kaffirs, Zulus, Hottentots 
and tliorost," said a diamond merchant. 
"These receive good wages, about f 125 
per month, and are hired for a term of 
three months. During this period they 
are confined in compounds located on 
the edge of the mines. The compounds 
consist of rows of buildings of corrugated 
iron, forming a hollow square, surround­ 
ed by a high board fence and covering 
several acres of ground. Within this cor­ 
ral are stores, a hospital, boarding houses 
and other conveniences. Wood and wa­ 
ter are furnished" free, but no alcoholic 
liquors are allowed. During their term 
of service the natives are not allowed to 
have any communication with the out­ 
side world and are under a system of 
close personal 6urveill.inoe in order to 
prevent the theft of diamonds. When 
they come up from the mine shaft, they 
ore oarefully searched, and many in­ 
genious methods are adopted to reduce 
the loss from this source to a minimum. 


"Notwithstanding all that is done, 
however, the theft of diamonds still 
continues. It is estimated that from 10 
to 20 per cent of the diamonds found 
are stolen every year. In order to pre­ 
vent tiiis a very stringent law was pass­ 
ed, providing that all rough diamonds 
should be registered with the detective 
bureau of the government as soon as 
they •were found, and that every man 
who sold a diamond must give with it 
a certificate of registry. 


"The penalty for having an unregis­ 
tered rough diamond is seven years on 
the Cape Town breakwater, and the 
mere fact of possession is prima facie 
evidence and will secure conviction. So 
it happens that if one laborer wants to 
do up another he manages to slip a 
rough diamond into the other laborer's 
coat, or into his room, and then tells 
the police to keep a sharp lookout 
Of 
course the police make a search, the 
contraband stouo is found, and the man 
is in for a term of seven years. A great 
many unjust sentences have unquestion­ 
ably been secured in this way, but de­ 
spite the opposition to the law the com­ 
pany I B powerful enough to keep it In 
force. 


"There are other diamond fields out­ 
side of the Kimberley district, but thoy 
are difficult to work and are mainly ex­ 
ploited by diggers working on their own 
account. The total product is not large, 
and tho work is very arduous, the dig­ 
gers being mostly men who have been 
thrown out of work by the consolidation 
of tho Kimberley mines into one vast 
corporation and the subsequent restric­ 
tion of production. This latter, by the 
way, has had a curious effect upon the 
town of Kimberley itself. As late as 
four years ago Kimberley had a popula­ 
tion of 25,000 or 80,000 people. It was 
laid out for a great city and enjoyed for 
a time a big boom. 


"Fine brick blocks and residences 
were built, hotels and theaters and wa­ 
terworks and everything pertaining to 
a modern city. Now a good third of 
these places are empty, and Kimberley is 
as dead as a New England town that is 
dependent upon a single mill. All the 
supplies and machinery for the mines 
are now bought of course by a single 
company, so that more than two-thirds 
of the business of the town is gone. 
There is nothing there to sustain a town 
except the mine, and with the opening 
up of the goldfields much of the popu­ 
lation moved on north to Johannesburg. 


"Although the existence of gold in 
the Transvaal had been known for years, 
yet the Boers disliked the invading 
prospectors and for a time kept them 
out by law. Afterward a more liberal 
spirit prevailed, and the Boer govern­ 
ment offered reward for the finding of 
paying goldfields. But it was not until 
1882 that the now celebrated gold bear­ 
ing reef in which the bulk of South Af­ 
rican, gold is found was discovered, and 
it was not until four years later that the 
opening of the celebrated Sheba mine 
and its phenomenal yield, gave rise to a 
fever. Then prospectors poured in from 
Kimberley and the Cape, ooming by 
push cart, wagon, horseback or on foot 
In a year there were 10,000 persons in 
the district. The center of the excite­ 
ment W H O Uift little town of Barborton, 
but this section was soon thrown into 
the shade by the disooveries on the Wit- 
watorsrand. 
But while the excitement 
lasted the De Kaap fields, as they were 
known, had their day, and 96 com­ 
panies, with a nominal capital of $155,- 
000,000, were floated, and many of the 
shares sold at a tremendous premium. 
Most of these mines are now abandoned, 
though the Sheba mine is still a big 
producer.''—New York Sun.

Died With His Chum. 
In the reminieoences of General Sir 
Ereiyn Wf<i himself a brave English 
soldier, a touching inatanoe of oonrage 
and self sacrifice is given. One June day 
in 1885 a detachment of English ma­ 
rines was crossing the Woronzcrw road 
under fire from the Russian batteries. 
All of the men reached shelter in the 
trenches except a seaman, John Blerwitt. 
As he was running a terrific roar was 
heard Sis mates knew the voice of a 
huge camion, the terror of the army, 
and yelled: 


"Look out I It is Whistling Diok!" 
But at the moment BlewHfcwae struck 
by th6 enormouu mass of iron on the 
knees and thrown to the ground. He 
called to his special chum: 
"Oh, Welch, save me!" 
The fuse was hissing, but Stephen 
Welch ran out of the trenches, and seiz­ 
ing the great shell tried to roll it off of 
his comrade. 


It exploded with Buoh terrific force 
that not an atom of the bodies of Blewitt 
or Welch was found. Even in that time 
when each hour had its excitement, 
this deed of heroism stirred the whole 
English army. One of the officers search­ 
ed out Welch's old mother in her poor 
home and undertook her support while 
she lived, and the story of his death 
helped his comrades to nobler concep­ 
tions cd a soldier's duty.
